worthy Patron te a competent Liv- 
ing, whereto he went, and was there 
conſtantly Refident , never had Plura- 
lity , preached painfully, did very 
much good , kept Hoſpitality , made 
Peace among, his Neighbours ( if a- 
ny were at variance } brought his 
Pariſh to a great meaſure of kytow- 


leage 
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ledge in Religion, and to a general good 
Conformity. 


There had he dyed incumbent, had 
not his Prince , hearing bf his fingu- 
lar worth , promoted him, to a Bi- 
ſhoprick ( that Government being 
then in uſe in that Iſland , and fo had 
been time out of mind) which though 
he accepted , he was not yet at all 
changed from what he was before, nor 
lifted up above his Brethren , but con- 
tinued his former conſtancy in preach- 
ing , became a Pattera to his Flock in 
Dodtrine and Converſation 3 a great 
encourager of Learned , Orthodox, 
painful, pious and peaccadle Mini- 
ſters; nor did he more (iridtly en- 
quire after their conformicy to the 
Church, then to the Scripture-Cz- 
nons. 


Ina word , he ſo'gave himſelf to

, A Nd now to return again to Mo» 


deration ; Her two Brothers , 
while living, being of ſuch eminent 
Quality / as you have heard ) you 
would not think that their only Sifter 
Moderation could want preferment, or 
fit long without many fair offers for 
a Great Match, and many fuch the 
had : But though ſhe was a Lady of a 
moſt amiable Aſpe&, and compleatly 
accompliſhed, yet did ſhe never affect 
Curioſity m her Dreſs, nor Coſtlineſs 
in her Apparel ( though very decent 
and comely; ) and upon that account 
partly, ſome of the Gallants, who had 
heard much of her fame, wiſdom and 

yertucs, 
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vertues , and had begun to court hery 
fell off again, and could give noother 
reaſon for it but this, that they feared 
ſhe had ſo much of her Father Gra- 
vity in her, as was not ſutable to their 
youthful and frollick humours, 


And indeed ſhe had a great reſem- 
blance both of Father and Mother ; 
Her Father Gravity ſhe reſembled to 
the life in her compoſed Countenance 
and Geſture, and her Mother $aga- 
city for all the world for her ſpeech, 
prudence and-temper of ſpirit fo full 
of ſerious conſideration, and fo judi- 
ciouſly circumſpe& , as not to take up 
every thing upon velgar eſtimation, 
and common report, but duly exami- 
ning aud deliberately weighing cvery 
thing fill, as was to admiration ; 
And the truth is, her two Brethren, 
Philodike and Philotheos, even in their 
higheſt Dignities, held it not below 
them to adviſe with Moderation , but 
in difficult caſes eſpecially, they would 
be ſure to conſult with her , becauſe 
ſhe had had more of her breeding 

with

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with their Aunt Experience then 
themlclves : Neither did they ever 
repent theis hearkening to her, for 
they fill found, by Experience,that hcr 
counl.l was alwayes ſafeſt ; ſhe was a 
Womay of a deep infght into matters 
of concernment for Church or State, 
and was never known to be byaſſed by 
intereſt-or private paſhan ( as moſt an 
end others are ) but alwaycs warily 
forclaw what was like to be the iſſue 
ot things, and accordingly ſhe adviſcd 
what, was moſt tor publick good. 
She was univerſally bcloved ot all, 
above any mortal Creature, and had 
no Enemy inall the World, favc only 
two, Exiremi'y and Diſouedience, 


Extremity hated her with all her 
heart, though ſhe had never given her 
any caule: And Modergziou hated 
Diſovedience with a pextc&t hatred 
( and blame hcr not.) ſhe h2d ult 
caulc,

Of Extremity, h-r Pe g ee, Cha- 
raGer, and Enmity to Modera- 
tion. | 


Xtremity was deſcended of an 

4 Ancient and Noble Family in 
Cilicia, (ometimes a famous Province 
of the old Roman Empire 3 Her Fa- 
ther Saul the ſecond, lirnamed Hyper- 
zelotes , a man known far and ncar, 
whoſe education had becn choice, 
proficiency incredible , parts great , 
abilities rare, travels many , in his. 
life alwayes zrreprovable , and in his 
way very. devout; In his younger 
dayes he had been of a hot and eager 
(pirit, a Proto-perſecutor of the Proto- 
Martyr Steven , but as he grew Cldcr 
he grew more mild and modcratczand 
as he changed his harſher name of 
Saul 
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Saul ,into a ſofter, Pavl, (o was he 
uite changed in his diſpoſition from 

wade to Hyper-philadelphoter, 

and was turned into another man , as 

Saul the firſt was for a while, but he 

for ever. 


He had been once of that Opinion, 
that no ſort of men ought more fſe- 
verely to be Animadverted into, and 
dealt with, then ſuch, who in the leaſt 
diſſented from the Religion and Kites 
of their Forefathers ; and would butc 
Authority paſs Acts ſevere enough 
for ſuppreſſion of ſuch by Baniſhment, 
Bonds, /mpriſoument,or death, he would 
be the man that would ſce them put 
in execxtion, which he alſo did, judg- 
ing it the beſtſ{ervice could be done 
to God, or his Church ; thereupon he 
haled many into Priſons, and com- 
ea them to abjure, recant and 

laſpheme, or {uffer and dyc. 


Butafter he was ( I ſay } quite of 
another mind, and became the mot 
complacent and complying Perſon in 

the 


—_ 
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the world, and held with Moderation 
as much as any : Now (he faid) what 
was his gain before was now his off, 
and what he formerly eſteemed his 
g/ory,he looked on as his ſhame ; Cir- 
cxmcifion was no more with him now 
then Uncircumcifion, both nothing 
to the new Creature,to faith in Chrilt, 
to the keeping of the Commandements 
of God. He could condeſcend and com- 
ply ſo far now, as to be made all things 
to all men, ſo it were to further the 
ſalvation of any, His Daughter Ex- 
tremity was begotten by him in his 
younger years, as he was travel- 
ling to Damaſcus, before he had been 
better catechiſed and inſtructed by 
Ananis. 


The younger dayes of the Daugh- 
ter, were an imitation of the Fathers 
younger dayes,who obſerving,in thoſe 
unſettled times that had been 1n Felici- 
ana, about that time when there was 
no King in Iſrael , and every man did 
what was right in his own ecycs, that 
many diftempered Humours, cven to 

4 
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a plain Delirium , if not Diftratlion, 
had peſtered both Church and State, 
thought it high time to awaken An» 
thority, to revive former ſeverity; 
with fore further addition too, to 
curb Moderation, and being; paſſio- 
natcly zealous to prevent any Rupture 
in the Church, before many other 
Diſorders in the State, would have 
all brought into an exad Unifor- 
micy. 


It fell out alſo unhappily,and much 
to the prejudice of Moderation, that 
ſome of thoſe Sons of Diſobedience , 
and Grand-children of Belial/, had 
much about that time, or not long be- 
tore, broke out into an open Rebelli- 
on, and made icditious Commotions, 
when all were in expcQation of ſct- 
tlement in the Iſland ; and not long 
after a bloudy War was commenced, 
between that Iſland and ſome other 
potent Neighbours in the adjacent 
Ilands : And Extremity, Tcalouſly 
watchtul,and prudently (ollicitous, to 
preſerve common Peace at home, held 

a 


a ſufpitivus eye over Modtration and 
alther Aﬀtibns, 45 miſtruſting ſhe had 
t&nderhand* countenanced the former, 
or correſponded with the latter 3 both 
which ( God knows ) ſhe was far 
enough from , conſtantly praying for 
publick Peace, and the proſperity of 
the Church and State; yet could not 
Innocency ( as yet unknown ) ſecure 
poor Moderation from many a harſh 
Cenſure _ and . bitter Taunt. Then 
would Extremity twit Moderation , 
and charge her with diſafftection, and 
often hit her in the teeth with the 
miſcarriages of others , that ſhe had 
nothing to do withall; and would 
be ſaying, you mult go a way by your 
{clves,and be wiſer then all the world 
and had 1 power in my hands , faid 
ſome ( which was well they had not) 
1 would make Moderation pack , or 
change her note, 


But afterwards, to the great ſa- 
tisfaction of all, upon a through ob- 
ſervation, ( I will not fay a better 

infor- 
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information) Extremities prejudice 
inſt Moderation was abated , and 
xerwards became perfect Friends, WS 
we ſhall ſay anon.

Moderation had, and her indecd 
did ſhe as much hate as Extremity did 
her, and much more juſtly, for her

She was a Woman of an ill featwre, 
and more untoward natwre ; deſcend- 
cd of an infamews and ſtained Family, 
yet very ancient 3 ſhe was the Daugh- 
ter of old Belial, and that by a ſtrenge

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tle wit, miſ-ſhapencountenance,mon- 
ſtrous in hcr birth ( being born with 
teeth in her head , came laughing into

Philotheos was moſt lamented by 
the Clergy, and ſuch as were learned, 
and able to judge of his Elaborate 
Tracts, his Solid and Learned Sex- 
mons , and his great Prudence in Ec» 
clcfiaftical Aﬀairs, whereby the Cauſe 
of Religion, and the. Peace and Hos 
nour of the Church, had been main« 
tained and preſerved. But as their 
names were above the underſtanding,

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Only this is certain, nothing could 
have been done mere to the geacral 
ſatisfaction of the ſober fort of Men 
in the Iſland, to raiſe up their hearts 
in the higheſt praiſe of God , and to 
the greateſt meaſurc of, thankfulneſs 
to ſo Graciow and Prudent a Prince, 
and to the cementing of Chriſtian 
Love and mutual good AﬀeGtion all 
the Iſland over ( only Diſobedience 
was much diſcontented 3 #nd look- 
ing ſeornfully out at a Window ( as 
Michal once, when all Iſrael were in 
their higheſt joy at a great Feſtival 
and ſhook her head : ) So that I/- 
rael of old did not more rcjoyce, 
when the King had brought the Ark 
out of a private Houle into publick 
again , and appointed-it a fixed Sta- 
tion; or when the Son of the ſame 
King had newly Dedicated the holy 
Temple ; '\it being ſet "down in their 
ſacred Stories, that both theſe Prin- 
ces bleſſed their people, and they were 
again bleſſed by their people: Aud 
the conclulion- of the Story of the 
latter 
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latier was this 3 after his Devotions 
ended , He ſent away the people, and 
they bleſſed the King, and ment 
into” their Tents, joyful and glad 
in heart, for all the goodnefi the Lord 
had done for David bis Servant , and 
for Iſrael bis People.

But now thoſe great Families; of 
Extremity and Moderation bemg, 
united and allyed, there was no 
tear of any confiderable- difturbance- 
Diſobedience could make. And to 
make (ſure, and timely to prevent 
any miſchief that any of the Chil- 
dren of Diſobedience could hatch or 
deviſe, 
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deviſe, Extremity and Moderation's 
Friends agreed ,, with their united 
Forces to tall upon them-: , And they 
being within a ſhort time after up 
in Rebellion, it was the Lot of a 
Party of Extremities Forces .to give 
the firft charge , who ſcattered the 
' body, and took. ſome of the 'chict 
Heads, and made them Examples 3 
and Moderation's, with their Rarty, 
took ſome others : And both agreed, 
to the terror of -the reſt, to fend 
them bound to their Father Abſa- 
lom's Oak, drawn backward, in his 
Chariot by his Mie, whom when 
ſhe carried rthicther, and had left 
them ſafe hanging by the head, be- 
tween Heaven and Earth, upon a 
three-forked Branch (the Wood devou- 
xed more that day then the Sword ) 
the lightened B-att weut away from 
under them , leaving them hang- 


ing. 
Some of the reſt that were taken 


ragling,, were made to go on Pil- 
grimage 
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grimage a foot to the Oak of Refor- 
mation, a Trce which had formerly 
done good fervice on like occafion 
in the dayes of their fore-fathers : 
And becauſe this Tree was fome- 
what higher then the former, they 
were fain to climb, or elſe to be 
lifted up to it, and preſently af- 
ter, the kind Earth, to rid the World 
of them , opened, and they were 


ſwallowed up with the Congregation of 


Abiram. 


The Heads being taken off thus;

Iſland : Only ſome ( too many of 
them too) of. the latter brood of 
Diſobedience, the Hettors and T5- 
ries, the Drunkards, Whoremon- 
gers, and other vicious perſons , 
remained fſculking in Corners, and 
harbourcd in wicked houſes , whom 
ic 
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it is hoped, | the good and whole» 
ſome Laws of the Iſland ( for there 
are no better any where) and dxe 
execution of them , i may , in. time, 
reduce from the evil wayes of their 
Mother Diſobedience; then no Na+ 
tion mn the World more happy, and 
may well be called Feliciana, or Eti+ 


flaxa tor ever. 


But already all Storms .wenJcat- 
tered, and an happy Calm follow- 
ed, and there ſcemed to be a new 
World : The Iff:nd was  (cttled, 


Armies disbanded , every Man fate 
under his own Vize and Fig-tree, 
tating , drinking and making merry ; 
3s in' the older World, or in rhe 
Halcyon and Gylden dayes of Solo- 
mons Reign, rejoycing, that Mercy 
and Truth , Kighteonſneſs and Peace, 
Extremity and Moderation , had kif- 
ſed cach other; And the Primitive 
times did feem to be returned , 
wherein they did eat their meat 
with gladneſs and fing enrſs of heart, 

praiſing 
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praiſng God , and having favour with 
all the people, and the Lord added 
to bis Church dayly ſuch as ſhould | | 
be ſaved, And all good Men pray- | 
ed, long, may Extremity and Mode- 
ra:ton be tricnds, or rather, no 
more Extremity, but alwayes Myderg- 
taut; ' 


And then many could remem- 
ber, there had bcen an old Pro» 4 
phecy, which thcir Fathers had 
told them ( toretold many a day 
agone by a huly Man) which 
was now fultill-d, and was to this
